Porterville vicinity, spotting them 
where favorable cover and watre 
conditions exist, in. groups of 10 
to 20 birds. 

Idea of the sportsmen is to at- 
tempt to put these pheasants 
where they have a chance to prop- 
agate. 


Additional birds will be plant- 
ed by the state division of fish and 
game in this area, mostly in loca- 
tions where they are likely to be 
taken by hunters. 

Assisting with the Sportsmen’s 
association plantings have been: 
Ross Welch, Ted Eddy, Bob Mar- 
shall, Gene Dinkins and Hube Ad- 
lesbach. The pheasants came from 
the 3,000 birds raised at the coun- 
ty road camp southeast of Porter- 
ville, where the state, county and 
sportsmen’s association are pro- 
ducing birds on a _ cooperative 
basis.
